In commercial production as 
many colonies as possible must show 
a profit and all equipment must be

Along similar lines, most everyone 
who writes about the subject em- 
phasizes the need for a double screen 
for separating two-colony units. We 
do not find this necessary.

Many methods have been devised 
for uniting colonies, and actually, 
any method works well enough no 
matter how you do it. The main 
question however is, what does one 
gain by uniting? About the only 
thing in favor of it is that one may 
add a few old bees to another hive 
by uniting and it must be admitted 
this is of doubtful advantage. There 
drawbacks I think that 


are some 


outweigh any advantages. With us, 
uniting means doubling hive bodies 
and when one winters all his hives 
in one story and a half, it throws 
one’s packing routine out of order 
to pack odd size hives. Also eventu- 
ally that extra hive body will have 
to be taken off which is even more 
of a nuisance. Anything that inter- 
feres with routine operations takes 
more time than it is worth and unit- 
ing poor colonies is one of them. 
These colonies should be requeened 
by the carbolic pad method if there 
are bees enough, or bees just shook 
off and combs stored away to make 
divisions next spring. 

Perhaps some may find advan- 
tages in uniting colonies in the fall. 
If they do, late in the season, noth- 
ing more is needed than to just put 
them together without much ado, 
there usually isn’t much trouble of 
fighting in cold weather. In 
warmer weather the newspaper 
method or confusing the bees with 
a carbolic pad both work very well. 

Our method of treating weak, 
queenless or drone-laying colonies is 
on a different order. Every summer 
we make about 75 nucs in shallow 
supers with queens we raise in the 
mountains. Then in the fall, to re- 
queen and replace queens, all we do 
is to swap food chambers. The food 
chamber of the poor colony is taken 
off and in its place is placed the 
nuc with the new queen. In this way 
the colony is not only requeened, but 
“re-bee’d” as well. When uniting is 
done at this time, nothing is done _ by 
except to just add the food chamber 
and let the bees get 
they will.

We have little use for queen ex 
cluders in our operations for various 
reasons.

HE usual reaction to a bee sting 

is simply a localized swelling of 

the part of the body receiving 
the sting. Sometimes a sting on the 
hand will cause the hand and the 
arm to swell, or a sting on the face 
near the eyes, may cause a swelling 
that may nearly the 
These swellings may last for a day 
or two and then will subside. The 
part swollen may be somewhat fe- 
verish and will itch considerably as 
the swelling goes down. 

If the person is more allergic to 
bee stings or to insect bites, a 
temic reaction of varying severity 
may result. This is usually mani- 
fested by a reddening of parts of the 
body and especially of the chest, 
neck and face; a feeling of tightness 
of the chest, followed by a tendency 
to cough; the lips may swell and the 
eyes become congested; the hands 
tingle, difficulty in breathing 
may be experienced, sweating, urti- 
carial wheals may form on different 
parts of the body, asthmatic symp-

In any case, it has been 
found helpful for the sensitive party 
to take a capsule or two of ephedrine

In some cases, loss of consciousness 
may still result but the effects will 
soon be overcome or reduced in 
severity by the ephedrine sulfate. 
A still more effective antidote is 
the injection of one cc. of adrenalin 
subcutaneously. This is generally 
administered by a medic. If adren- 
elin is not intravenous 
injection of Benadryl is said to be 
effective.
